Dunn had been drinking all that day, the 
state contended, and was quarre)some al] 
day. He had had an altercation with Cy- 
rus Fischer and had gone home and se- 
cured a shotgun to kill him. Going down 
the street he met Fischer and Fenton in 
a buggy. He fired and killed Fenton. He 
was arrested next day and in December, 
1902, was convicted of murder. He was 
sentenced to be hanged Jan. 15. An appeal 
was taken to the spreme court. This court 
held that his conviction was perfectly reg- 
ular, handing down the decision Déc. 
Cyrus Fischer, the only eye-witness, did 
not testify at the crial, and Dunn said 
often that if Fischer would tell the truth 
on the witness stand his testimony would 
free him. 

Dunn's escape was a bold enterprise, 
mgde possible by a brace of revolvers that 
had been smiugglied to him.

ered several adjacent places on the coast, 
but found no trace of the enemy. 

The full report of Vice-Admiral Mami- 
mura, who commands the second Japanese 
squadron, says: 

“As prearranged, we reached the east 
entrance to Vladivostok on the morning of 
March 6 through a frozen sea. The en- 
emy's ships were not seen outside the har- 
bor. We approached the batteries on the 
northeast coast from a point beyond the 
range of the batteries on the Balzan prom- 
ontory and Bosphorous Strait. 

“After bombarding the inner harbor 4 
minutes from 1:50 o'clock in the afternoon, 
we retired. I believe the bombardment ef- 
fected considerable damage. Soldiers were 
seen, but the land batteries did not reply 
to our fire. Black smoke was observed at 
the east entrance to the harbor about 5 
o'clock p. m., and was thought to be from 
the enemy's ships, but this smoke gradu- 
ally disappeared. 

“On the mornin 


of March 7 we recon- 
noitered America Bay and Strelok Bay, but 
saw nothing unusual. We approached the 
east entrance to Viadivostok at noon. The 
enemy's ships were invisible, and the bat- 
terlies did not fire.

Troops Apparently Have Awed the 
Lawless Element Into Submission, 
but Its Frightened Victims Have 
Deserted Homes and Completely 
Disappeared. 


FEAR IS BLACKS MAY 
ORGANIZE AND RETURN 


Whites, Despite Conversion of City) 
Into Armed Camp, Are in Constant 
Fear That They Will Set Fire to 
the Business Section. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., March 10.—Spring- 
field is an armed camp filled with soldiers 
of the National Guard,-and twelve more 
companies are on the way. 

About 500 negro refugees are in hiding in 
and about the city. 

The situation is not one to cause alarm, 
but the air is full of rumors, and there 
are reports persistently circulated that the 
negroes are rising and that they will ap- 
ply the torch to public buildings. 

There is talk of a raid by the negroes, 
and on Winter street there are several 
houses occupied by white women and 
which it is said the negroes have threat- 
ened to burn in retaliation for the work of 
the mob. 

A remarkable feature of the all the mobs 
have been the number of small boys from 
12 to 17 years, who go about in crowds of 
20 or more, shouting and stirring up a 
continual excitement. There is much crit- 
icism that the soldiers do not send them 
home. But they form an element. that 
seems absolutely impossible to control. 
They have played an important part in 
both mobs of the week and seem to be out 
in greater force than ever before. 

The militia is posted at different danger 
points about the city. They have cleared 
the esplanade and guard the city and 
county buillings and the homes of the sev- 
eral officers whose lives have been threat- 
ened. 


Crowds in the 


Streets Jovial. 

The crowd in the streets last night was 
jovial, looking to see what was going on, 
but there was nothing about’ them to in- 
spire fear. Newspaper men from every part 
of the country came in, and not having 
been in the city on either Monday or Tues- 
day night, sized up the situation as some- 
what of a joke. 


other nights exclaimed: ‘“‘What are all these 
soldiers doing! The mayor and the other 
officials must be panic stricken. Wry, 
this crowd would not do anything desper- 
ate.’ 

But so it had seemed on the other nights. 
It was just such a light-hearted mob as 
this that had joked about the negro in 
his cell and had then filled the wretch full 
of bullet holes as his body swayed from 
the crossarm of the telegraph pole at 
Troupe’s corner. / 

It was a purposeless crowd surging about 
the street like a band of rollicking college 
men, which finally went down the levee and 
first shot up the joints in that quarter, and 
then burned them to the ground. 


Yesterday afternoon it was seen that the 
excitement continued, and that there was 
little indication of its abatement. It was 
decided to be best not only to close all 
the negro places threatened with mob vio- 
lience, but to advise the occupants to 


move. out immediately. 

The chief of police was intrusted with 
the duty of going to all the places. He 
found the proprietors willing and ready to 
do anything looking toward a settlement 
of the trouble, and moving vans were im- 
mediately put into service, and at 2 p. m. 
the exodus began. 


Mysterious Threats 
Uttered by Negroes. 


Two negro women were overheard to say 


late in the afternoon: 

‘“There is a lot of them getting together 
in the hollow now, and there is mo’ comin’ 
up from Zenia tonight. Dere’s going to be 
a hot time in dis ole town tonight.”’ 

A half dozen negro men were overheard 
to sev that they would meet at 9 o'clock. 

While there are 15,000 negroes in this 
city, normally, none was seen anywhere 
Wednesday night. It is thought they are 
out in the woods around the city, as they 


cannot be found within the limite. 

The negroes here are afraid to be seen 
getting goods or mail. When the west end 
of the levee was cleaned out, no white 
man would work with the moving vans 
and no er man would accept the goods 


in storag 
The ‘work had to be done by negroes un- 


der guard of the militia, and most of the 
goods from the dismantled saloons are 
piled up in the o 
owners. None coul 
of the whites, who feared that their own 
property would thus be endangered. 
None of the hardware stores is allowed 
to sell weapons or ammunition. The in- 
firmaries and other places of refuge are 
filed with aged negroes and women and 
children, whose male members of the fam- 
ilies have taken to the woods, and it is 
now feared that there will yet be a mobdili- 
gation in the adjoining forests that may 
make a dangerous march to the city.

Levee Saloonkeepers, Who Keep Ne- 
groes in Their Debt, Are 
Held Responsible. 


Dark days are likely to fall dbon on the 
negro roustabouts on the river boats. 

The packet lines have struck, and say 
they will no longer submit to the domina- 
tion of the negroes in the matter of wages. 

Tuesday morning the Eagle Packet Co. 
led the way by putting a white crew on 
the steamer Gray Eagle, bound for Cape 
Girardeau. 

The Gray Eagle lay at her wharf boat 
ready to sail. The mate had engaged a 
crew of negroes at $45 a month. 

A few minutes before sailing time the 
negroes demanded $75 a month. 

The cargo and passenger list. would not 
admit of the expense, and Capt. Henry W. 
Leyhe went up town to look for another 
crew. At a labor agency he found 40 Aus- 
trians who were glad to ship at $45 a 


fmonth and their board, and the Gray Eagle 


got out with little delay. 


Passing of the 
Negro Roustabout. 


According to river men this marks the 
beginning of an innovation in steamboat- 
ing. Qther packet lines will follow the 
Eagle company’s lead and try out white 
crews. 

The roustabout question “has grown to be 
very serious on the river as the negroes 
have been supported and incited to demand 
excessive wages, it is said, by river men, 
by the lower class of levee saloonkeepers, 
who virtually own all the negroes who live 
by the river. 


Capt. Henry W. Leyhe, passenger nt 
of the Eagle Packet Ca, says that they 
are very well pleased with the work of 
the Austrians, who are doing better work 
than the negroes. He says that 25 of the 
white men will do more -work-than double 
the number of blacks and with less urging. 
The wages, $5 a month and board, is 
better, Captain Leyhe says, than laborers 
ashore get, and the move of the packet 
lines toward white. labor means the ex- 
tinction of the negroes on the river unless 
they get down to a different working 
basis. Theer is no desire to boycott the 
negro, but the packet companies will no 
longer submit to their dictation. 


Levee Saloon Keepers 
Are Held Responsible. 


Captain Leyhe says that the demands 


of the roustabouts of $75 a month ofter 
makes a difference of $500 in the expense 
of a trip, and this freight and passenger 
rates will not justify. 

The whole trouble, Captain Leyhe says, 
and he is corroborated in this by Captain 
Hunter, Ben Jenkins, manager of the Lee 
line, is with certain of the levee saloon- 
keepers who encourage the negroes in de- 
mard@ing high wages ‘because they keep the 
negroes in perpetual debt to then, and the 
more the roustabout earns the more of it 
the saloonkeeper gets. 

Some of the saloonkeepers, according to 
these experienced river mén, keep the ne- 
groes during periods of idleness when they 
cannot get $75 a month, until they force 
the lines up to their demands. 

“The negroes have forced us into this,” 
said Capt. Jenks. 

‘There is no disposition on the part of 
the packet lines to boycott the negro, but 
he has got to come down to a better busi- 
ness basis, regular hours and reasonable 
wages or he will have to get off the river. 

“St Louts lines are willing to pay $40 to 
$45 a month for roustabouts. The Ohfo river 
packet lines pay only from $20 to $30. The 
negroes do not earn or deserve more. They 
are well fed, genes | bacon, beans, duff, 
good coffee and bread and other wholesome 
food well cooked. They do not load or un- 
load boats, as that is done by contract. 


Negroes Demand From 
$75 to $100 a Month. 


‘Their work is hard, but they have long 


intervals of rest. As a rule they are indo- 
lent and idle, being supported by the sa- 
loons and by ‘their wives during the closed 
season. 

“A lady out in Cabanne haié a first-class 
negro One day she came to her em- 
ployer and ‘I'm goin’ to gma, ‘case 
‘m goin’ to marry a river man.’ The lady 
advised her not to, but she did, and when 
the lady saw the girl later she said: ‘How 
are you getting along, Ella?’ ‘Fine,’ an- 
swered the girl, ‘my man has got me two 
good places to wagh already.’ That's the 
way with most of them. If, they can get 
a woman tio work for them ey willl work 
One. for craps and drink money. 

‘"Their latest demand on the packet lines 
was for $75 to $19 a month wages and ‘all 
day in town, “which means. that as soon as 
the boat gets in they leave her for the 
day and go to the saloons and we pay them 
a day’s wages.

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MISSOURI FRUIT FLOURISHING. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA. Mo.. March 0.—Dr. J. 
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of all kinds of fruit this year. Peaches 
are injured in some sections, but the state 
an a whole will have enough to supply the 
demand, unless something unforeseen hap- 
pens. Prospects at this time of year 
always depend wpon conditione that have 
prevailed during the summer, autumn and 
Winter preceding. The past summer and 
autumn were exceptionally favorable for 
the setting and maturing of the fruit buds 
of orchard. trees. vines-and small fruit 
plants. The rainfall was well distributed 
and hence fruit plantations did not suffer 
materially from drought at any time. ‘On 
the other hand. there was no overplus of 
rainfall during any month. The cold 
weather came on gradually, so the plants 
matured well for the winter. There was a 
light fruit crop last year, so the trees and 
other plants were not overtaxed by its 
weight. The orohard trees and other fruit 
plants therefore went into the winter with 


a good setting of fruit buds 
lhe winter just passing has not been 
very severe. Low temperatures have been 


rolonged at times, but the thermometer 

as not registered excessively low at any 
time. All fruits, except. the peach, seem 
to have pased the winter so far without 
injury. Peach buds have been reported 
killed in some parts of the state. fn the 
immediate vicinity of Columbia, where I 
have examined them, they are al! killed, 
except in the case of especially hardy 
varieties or in exceptionally favored spots. 
Along the Misso*ri river hills south of town 
the peach trees have suffered less and have 
enough live buds left to produce a good 
crop. From other parts of the state the 
reports are more Torflicting than usual. 
It Is, therefore, impossible to estimate the 
percentage of a full crop the state as a 
¥vhole will, produce. 

“The indications, that in 
many parts there will be a good crop, 
while in others there will be an entire 
failure., Some buds are killed in all sec- 
tions, but the peach usualy sets so many 
buds that the tree could not support the 
crop if all of them should set fruit. If 
nine-tenths are killed it'‘is a good thing 
for the general crop. One-tenth is sufficient 
to make a full crop of fruit.”
